DX & Computer Horizons 


October 2007

The contest season is starting, and this month will 
feature the CQ WW DX SSB Contest, from 0000 
UTC, October 27 through 2359 UTC, October 28. 
Set aside some time that weekend and work some 
new DX. The bands will be hopping with activity. 
Now here’s a look at some of the DX planned for 
October. 


1A S.M.O.M. An international team will operate 
from the Sovereign Military Order of Malta (SMOM) 
for the first time ever using the callsign 1A3A during 
the CQ World Wide SSB DX Contest (October 
27-28th). QSL via IZ4DPV. Operators will use the 
callsign 1A4A before and after the contest. For 
updated information, see: http://www.1a4a.org/ 


7Q Malawi. Look for Ely IN3VZE operating as 
7Q7CE from Malawi on October 4 to 25. QSL via 
home call. 


8R Guyana. Holger DK6XR and Martin DK8XT 
plan to be on the air signing 8R1XR and 8R1XT 
from September 30 to October 13. QSL via home 
calls. 


9A Croatia. Tom 9A2AA will be using the special 
callsign 9A73AA from October 1, 2007 until 
September, 2008 next year. QSL via 9A2AA. 


C5 Gambia. The OMOC Contest Crew will be 
signing C50C during the CQ WW SSB Contest 
October 27-28. Before and after the contest, from 
October 17 to 30, the team will use the callsign 
C52C. QSL both calls via OM2FY. The DXpedition 
web site is:

5R Madagascar. Willi, DJ7RJ, plans to operate as 
5R8RJ from September 26 through October 26th. 
Willi plans to operate 160-10 meters, CW and SSB.

will be active as EA8/DL3FCG from Tenerife Island 
October 9 to 17. Activity will be on all HF and the 
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WARC bands (no 160m) using CW, SSB and 
digitals. QSL via DL3FCG -- bureau preferred. All 
QSOs will also be confirmed via LoTW. 


HC1 Ecuador. Marcos EA1APYV, will be on the air 
as HC1/EA1APV between September 21st and 
October 20th. QSL via his home call.
